WASHINGTON, Feb. 10--The Foreign Agricultural Service of the U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture today reported the following developments in U.S. ag- 
ricultural trade: 


U.S. AGRICULTURAL EXPORTS 


U.S. agricultural exports during December 1983 totaled $3.5 billion, 
up 21 percent from the same month a year earlier and the highest Since Febru- 
ary 1982. Total agricultural export volume in December reached 13e2 mMiLlbon 
tons, up 5 percent from the year-earlier level. Higher prices for corn and 
soybeans and increased wheat shipments in December 1983, compared with the 
previous December, primarily accounted for the much higher total agricultural 
export value. 


Total U.S. agricultural exports for the first quarter (October-Decem- 
ber) of fiscal 1984 were valued at $10.2 billion, up 15 percent from the same 
period in fiscal 1983. Total agricultural export volume for October-December 
1983 totaled 37.9 million tons, up 2 percent from the same period a year ear- 
lier. 


U.S. exports of wheat (excluding products) in December jumped 46 per- 
cent or 1.1 million tons above the same month a year earlier to Se jira Ianto 
tons, primarily reflecting greater shipments to the Soviet Union and China. 
The wheat export unit value in December of $163 per ton was up 2 percent from 
the previous December. The total value of wheat exports in December was up 48 
percent from the same month a year earlier to $5/2Zemidldion.) Wheats.export, vol- 
ume for October-December 1983 of 9.4 million tons was up 23 percent from the 
same period a year earlier, while value was up ZJepercents Coes]. bid lion. 


U.S. corn exports in December increased 1 percent to 4.4 million 
tons, as higher shipments to Mexico, South Africa, and South Korea offset low- 
er exports to China and Poland. The corn export unit value of $148 a ton was 
up 39 percent from the previous December. The value of U.S. corn exports in 
December totaled $659 million, up 40 percent from December 1982. Corn export 
volume for the first quarter of fiscal 1984 was up 3 percent from year-earlier 
levels to 13.4 million tons, with value up 49 percent to $2.0 billion. 


U.S. soybean shipments in December fell 17 percent to 2.0 million 
tons, reflecting lower exports to the European Community (EC) and Spain. The 
soybean export unit value in December of $302 a ton was up 34 percent from the 
previous December. Total U.S. soybean export value in December was $612 mil- 
lion, up 10 percent from a year earlier. Soybean export volume for October- 
December 1983 of 5.7 million tons was down 24 percent, with Value up.3 per- 
cent $1.7 billion.

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U.S. raw cotton shipments in December jumped 68 percent to 663,000 
480-pound bales (144,000 tons), primarily reflecting larger shipments to Yugo- 
Slavia, Japan and the EC. Cotton export unit value in December of $1,610 a 
ton was up nearly 10 percent from year-earlier levels. The value of U.S. cot- 
ton exports in December totaled $232 million, up 84 percent from the previous 
December. Cotton export volume for October-December 1983 of nearly 1.4 mil- 
lion bales (305,000 tons) was up 27 percent from the same period a year ear- 
lier, with value up 39 percent to $479 million. 


Export volumes and values were above December a year earlier for 
rice, barley, feeds and fodders, soybean meal, unmanufactured tobacco and 
fresh citrus, among others. Export volumes and values were below December a 
year earlier for grain sorghum, soybean oil, sunflower seed, tallow and fresh, 
non-citrus fruit, among others. 


U.S. AGRICULTURAL IMPORTS 


The value of U.S. agricultural imports in December 1983 totaled $1.3 
billion, up 8 percent from the same month a year earlier. This brings agri- 
cultural imports during the first three months of fiscal 1984 (October-Decem- 
ber) to $4.2 billion, up 6 percent from the first quarter of fiscal 1983. The 
appreciation of the U.S. dollar and the strong U.S. economic recovery have 
helped to increase U.S. imports. 


Overall, December's increase was broad-based with 33 of 52 major im- 
port categories showing increases over year-earlier levels. Higher import 
values in December 1983 compared with the previous December for sugar, coconut 
oil, fresh fruit and cigarette leaf more than offset declines in coffee, beef 
and veal and fruit juices. 


Imports of sugar and tropical products in December rose 7 percent 
above year-earlier levels to $500 million. Imports of sugar increased 85 per- 
cent in value to $88 million, led by a 9l-percent gain in volume. All other 
major sugar and tropical product import categories showed increases except 
coffee and essential oils. Coffee imports in December dropped 16 percent to 
$221 million, accounted for entirely by a volume decline of 20 percent as pri- 
ces rose slightly. Imports of sugar and tropical products for the first quar- 
ter of fiscal 1984 totaled almost $1.7 billion, up 7 percent from the same 
period a year earlier. 


December imports of oilseeds and products jumped 97 percent in value 
compared to December 1982 to $67 million, led by gains in coconut, palm and 
other vegetable oils. Imports of horticultural products in December 1983 rose 
9 percent compared to the previous December to $391 million, led by increased 
imports of fresh fruit (mostly bananas) and alcoholic beverages. Imports of 
horticultural products for the first three months of fiscal 1984 stand at 
nearly $1.2 billion, up 8 percent from the same period a year earlier.
